Following a thrilling accident to 
a bridge worker a jury in the Flush- 


ing Supreme Court, Jan., 1910, re- 
turned a verdict of $20,000 to each 
of two men. By their bravery, they 
saved the lives of several other work- 
men building the Queensboro bridge 
over the East River. The verdict was 
against the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany, the bridge contractors.

The word mandamus belongs to the Latin Jangunge, 
and when rendered into English implies, “We com 
mand, order or require,’ or some other expression 
which denotes the exertion of authurily by some judi- 
cial or political power in the State, of acknowledged 
superiority. In legal science, it isthe name of a cer- 
tain writ which ia directed by a higher toa lower court 
of judieature, commanding itto do some particular act, 


~ which it bas either failed or refused to perforin, and as 


this is the chief efice which has been assigned to the 
Apportionment bil in its amended form, it would 
amount [oa misnomer, we think to eall itby any other 
jname. Itis then a regular writof mundumus, directed 
by the Federal Legislature to the local administrations 
fof the several States, commanding them to mstitute 
| radien! chanye in their systems of election, depriving 
them oftheir constitutional right to preseribe by their 
Jown laws the times and maaner of choosing their na- 
| tional representatives, as they have always been aceus 
tomed to de, and requirmg them promplly and strict!y 
to conform their future legislation upon the subject Lo 
the mandates of Congress. 


It isa bold and daring encroachment upon the rights 
of the States, and is evilenUy designed, in connexion 
with the bill to extend the jurisdiction of the Federal 
courts, to bring the yet free and independent States of 

| this Union, under complete subjection to the Federal an- 
jthority. Will John ‘Tyler, distinguished as he ts for 
his ardent patriotism, and long-cherished devotion to 
the rights of the Svates, give etlicacy to the blow which 
| isthaslevelledat them, by yielding his official sanction 
to either one of these odious, hizh-handed and uncon- 
stitutional project of the Federal Whigs? A few day

DEATH OF MR. SOUTHARD, 

Mr. MILLER of New Jersey then rose and address- 
ed the Senate as follows: Mr. President: 1 rise but to 
add another shade to the glvuom which now pervades 
this Chamber, by communicating to the Senate the 
sad intelligence, which | received this morning of 
the death of my colleague, the Hon. Samvgs. L. Souru- 
Ani. 

He died yesterday morning attwenty minutes past 
ten, at Fredericksburg, in Virginia. 

Itis, Mr. President, but one short month since onr 
friend left that honorable seat now occupied by your- 
self. He parted from us sumewhat broken in health 
and constitution, but he carried with hun our ardent 
hopes and our sincere prayers that a short relaxation 
from the cares end labors of official station would soon 
restore him tous, in renewed life and health. 

Bat, alas! a wise bat mysterious Providence has or- 
dered itotherwise. Death has disappointed our hopes, 
and our respected friend and co!leaggie has passed for- 
ever from the scene of his nsefulness—eut off from all 
the active associations of private and publie life; and 
we are now called to mourn over the death of him 
whom it was our pleasure to honor while living. 

After announcing this afllictive event, the feelings of 
my heart urge me to sit down and be still beneath the 
inflaences of the solemn associations which crowd 
around this mournful dizpensation of Providence, leav- 
ing it to another anda more fit oceasion to speak of 
the life and character of the deceased. ‘To speak now 
of the many honors which he honestly won, of the rich 
virtues that he cultivated, and of the evalted talents 
which, for thirty years, he devoted to the service of his 
country, would be only to sharpen the grief and to 
deepen the calamity of this occasion. 

Mr. Southard was born en the 9th of June, 1737, at 
Baskingridge, county of Somerset, in the State of New 
Jersey. Born and brought up under her free institu. 
tions, educated in her schools, and a graduate of ler 
college, he was in principle and in feeling every inch a 
Jerseyman. Duly appreciating his worth, his native 
State called him early into her service. 

A few ycara after he was admitted to the bar, and at 
the age of about twenty-six, he was placed upon the 
bench of our Supreme Court. Afies discharging the 
daties of that responsible office with distingnished ab:- 
lity for several years, he was, in the year 1221, first 
elected Senator in Congress. He then continued o 
member of this body until the 23d uf November, 1523, 
when he resigned; and on the {th day of December, of 
the same year, Mr. Mouroe honored him with his con- 
fidence by placing him in the Cabinet as Secretary of 
the Navy, in which high office he continued during the 
whole term of Mr. Adams's administration. 

His services in that department are fully known to 
the country and duly appreciated by the Navy, whose 
glory and interest he ever delighted to maintain and 
promote. 

Upon the retiring of Mr. Adams's Cabinet, on the 3d 
of March, 1829, Mr. Southard returned to his native 
State. She received him with open arms and with all 
the affection due fo a worthy son, who had been ab 
sent for a time coing good service in the cause of our 
common country. 

After serving his State at home in the capacity of 
Attorney General and Governor, he was again, in 1233, 
chosen Senator, and alter serving hia term of six years, 
was re-elected for the third and last time on the 15th 
Novemter, 133. 


for him. He first came here witha bodily frame robust 
and athletic, but for the last two years his health had 
been gradually declining. During a large portion of 
the present xeasion of Congress, though faithfully here 
athia post he has been disabled from giving hisattend. 
ance at the daily meetings of this House; and, aboutone 
inonth since, as the ravages of the destroyer were en- 
crvaching upon the sourcesof life within him, he left 
this city and repaired to the Sulphur Springsin Vir- 
ginia, in the faint hope of recovering by the effect of 
those salubrious waters; but under the operation of im- 
medicable disease, on the 17th of this month, he sank 
without a struggle into the repose of the grave.

Mr. Hastings was never married. Both his parents 
have long since paid the debt of Nature. The dearest 
and tenderest ties of human existence were not lace- 
rated by his decease; but he left a surviving brother, 
himself a man of the highest respectability, and now, 
or recently, a inember of the Senate of the Common- 
wealth; and he left multitudes of friends, in whose ine- 
mories he will live while life remains with them, and I 
humbly hope and trust he will live forever in the bless- 
edness of a better world.
